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A  Great  Way  of  Learning 


College  is  not  only  for  those  who  have 
just  graduated  from  high  school,  but  it 
is  also  for  those  adults  who  want  to 
further  their  education.  It  was  because 
of  this  need  that  Mount  Olive  College 
applied  for  an  extension  of  the  college 
on  Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base. 
The  idea  was  to  provide  an  education 
for  military  personnel  and  those  in  the 
surrounding  area  who  wanted  to  ob- 
tain a  college  degree.  The  extension  is 
directed  by  Mr.  Donald  Leacott  and 
his  two  assistants,  Sandra  White  and 
Dee  Bolender.  The  program  is  de- 
signed so  that  a  student  can  receive  a 
B.A.S.  or  B.S.  in  Business.  After  this, 
a  student  will  have  the  courses  needed 
to  continue  their  education  in  a  gra- 
duate program.  While  the  business  de- 
gree is  the  dominate  course  of  study, 
there  are  other  courses  offered.  Many 
students  from  the  main  campus  often 


attend  classes  on  the  base  because  of 
the  length  of  the  course  or  because  it 
might  help  to  satisfy  a  humanities  re- 
quirement. The  program  is  divided 
into  five  sessions  a  year;  two  in  the  fall, 
two  in  the  spring  and  one  in  the  sum- 
mer. Each  session  is  nine  weeks  long 
and  the  average  class  meets  twice  a 
week  for  about  two-and-a-half  hours. 
The  number  of  students  who  attend 
the  college  extension  program  has 
grown  each  year.  There  have  been 
many  hours  of  planning  and  organiz- 
ing spent  on  this  program  and  it  has 
proven  to  be  very  successful.  This  year 
has  seen  a  record  attendance  of  550, 
which  is  close  to  that  of  the  main  cam- 
pus. The  Mount  Olive  College  exten- 
sion is  similar  to  that  of  a  "mini  col- 
lege" or  a  junior  college  and  has  much 
to  offer  those  who  have  attended  and 
those  who  plan  to  attend  in  the  future.

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Teaching  from  textbook  material  is 
one  approach  and  teaching  from  ex- 
perience is  another.  Creating  your 
own  style  by  combining  the  two  is 
noteworthy.  Dr.  James  A.  Coats  re- 
ceived his  B.G.S.  from  the  Universi- 
ty of  Nebraska  at  Omaha,  an  M.S. 
from  Central  Michigan  University, 
an  M.B.A.  from  Pacific  Lutheran 
University  and  his  Ed.D.  from 
NCSU.  He  also  spent  20  years  in 
the  United  States  Air  Force.  In 
1975,  Dr.  Coats  came  to  M.O.C.  as 


the  director  of  special  programs  and 
co-chairman  of  the  division  of  busi- 
ness. He  then  became  the  vice-presi- 
dent for  finance  and  treasurer  of 
M.O.C.  In  1985,  he  began  serving 
as  chairman  of  the  business  depart- 
ment. Students  applaud  him  for  his 
thoroughness,  knowledge  and  help- 
fulness, while  colleagues  praise  his 
teaching  ability.  This  admiration  of 
students  and  faculty  is  the  reason 
Dr.  Jim  Coats  has  earned  the  1988 
Teacher  of  the  Year. 
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'Tm  really  excited  about  it!  It  will  do  great 
things  for  the  art  department  at  MOC." 
This  comment  was  made  by  Larry  Lean, 
professor  of  art  and  photography.  He  is  re- 
ferring to  the  department  that  will  add  a 
new  major  at  Mount  Olive  College  in  the 
years  to  come.  That  area  is  Photography.  A 
new  darkroom  was  created  this  year  at  the 
downtown  campus.  It  includes  all  new 
equipment  such  as  sinks,  enlargers,  dry 
racks,  reels  and  tanks,  and  basically  any- 
thing needed  to  process  black  and  white 
photography.  Hopefully,  the  addition  of  the 
darkroom  will  aid  in  bringing  the  Graphic 
Design  degree  to  the  art  department.  Larry 
Lean  is  a  very  interesting  and  creative  pro- 
fessor and  his  students  enjoy  his  approach 
to  education.
